jailed at Brookville, tho county seat. 
There, in jail, on Sunday night he con- 
fessed. 
His story of the crime was 


very much tho same as has been related 
above. 
He was taken to Maysville to 


avoid lynching, and after his trial and 
conviction he was removed to Ooving- 
ton, Ky., for safe keeping iu the Oov- 
ington jail, where he remained till 
brought to Brooksville to be banged. 
In the Covington jail his companions 
and cronies were Jackson and Walling, 
the murderers convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged tor the infamous murder 
of Pearl Bryan, just two weeks before 
Langhliu's crime.

It llaH Two Spiral Stairway* Which Look 


Like One at Time*. 


One of the greatest curiosities of Paris 


is the house with the double staircase. 
It does not figure in the guidebook and 
is not among the places of interest that 
aro photographed, but, for all that, it 
is of gre'atcr interest than many of tho 
things that coiue within this class. 


This house bus entrances at 35 Rue 


Radzivill aud at 18 line do Valois. It is 
in the quarter of tho Paluis Royal—that 
palace now given up largely to restau- 
rants and -jheap -jewelry shops, and once 
the residence ol the most licentious of 
French princes, the regent d'Orleans. 
The quarter is one of the most central 
in Paris, and all Americans who have 
been in Paris know it, but the house, 
which is a ^few steps from the Palais 
Royal, the Rue do Rivoli aud the Louvre, 
escapes general attention because it faces 
on dark and narrow streets. 


Eacli staircase begins on opposite sides 


of the central space of the house and is 
continued separate right up to the roof. 
They are in u graceful spiral form. Tho 
house ia nine stories high, a very con- 
siderable height for oufi so old. 
As you 


look up the wall you can hardly realize 
that there is more than one stairway. 


The result of this arrangement is that 


one stairway takes you to the first floor
